IBM ~ MASSIVE LOSSES 


18M have reported losses that make 
some countries national debts 100k 
Like chicken-fer 

The company reported losses of 
£3,000,000,000 for the year 1991-92, 
the equivalent of 60 for every man, 
woman and child in the UX. This is by 
far the biggest loss ever reported by 
2 company 

It has already axed 45,000 of its 
staff world-wide in the last year and 
plans to shed another 25,000 by late 
1993. Much of the loss is blaned on 
this redundancy program which, 
together with other reorganization, 
has so far cost £7,700 million over 
the last two years, Around 1500 UK 
staff have already lost their jobs and 
the est 4s that another 1000 will 
go this year though that will still 
leave over 12,000 employees. 

IBM's American boss John Akers 
warned Wall Street dealers that 1993 
not be much better and that only 
fan end to the world recession would 
really put IBM back on its feet. 


GCONSOLS IN TROUBLE, 


Nintendo and Sega both ran into 
double trouble this month. 

First, Douglas French - MP for 
Gloucester - called for a probe into 
the high prices of games for consols, 


some of which sell for as much as £60 
in the UK. 
‘The MP said "The technology used for 


these games is very simple but in my 
opinion the prices remain very high." 
He went on to say "Many parents simply 
cannot afford to buy then. 

‘The Office of Fair Trading confirmed 
that they were looking into the matter 
and are drawing up plans for a formal 
investigation later this year, This 
may involve a referral to the 
Monopolies Commission on the grounds 
that both companies are using 
restrictive practices to tie potential 
games producers into buying cartridge 
Produced only by the respective consol 
manufacturer. 

In a second blow the consol giants 
were hit with wide-spread hysteria in 
the tabloid press saying that playing 
these games causes epilepsy. 

While Nintendo eventually admitted 
that one or two cases of epileptic 
attacks had been reported, it was 
quick to point out that any flickering 
Light source could have triggered an 
attack provided the person was already 
ed that way. Epilepsy it was 
out is not a problem that is 
caused by any outside influence 

Experts do agree that one form, 
photo-sensitive epilepsy (which 
affects only 3% of all epileptic 
cases) could be aggravated by hard 
concentration on a games screen. 
Maving said that, only a very small 
minority would be affected and then 
only by prolonged viewing. 

Several trade magazines were also 
quick to publish guide-lines for 
Tetailers designed to calm public 
concerns. It was generally recommended 
that kids should sit at least three 
feet fron the screen in a normally Lit 
room and should not play for more that 


45 minuits without break.

Their SL95 is a colour printer and 
will retail for £249 but will almost 
certainly be advertised fron discount 
mail-order companies even cheaper. 

The printer boasts features like a 
43K buffer, speeds from 64 to 240 
characters ‘per second depending on 
node, paper parking and several built 
in fonts. A sheet feeder will also be 
available at £82. 


AMIGA PRICE HIKE, 


Commodore UK have raised the price 
of all Amiga leisure packs by £30 with 
effect from the Ist January 1993. 
However confusion is widespread at 
the moment because, nearly a month 
later, most of the big multiples are 
still selling at the old price. Small 


retailers are complaining that they 
stand no chance of making sales with 
such a large difference in price. They 
point out that if they were to sell at 
the same price as stores like Conets 
and Dixons there would be no profit in 
it at all. 

Commodore UK have promised to 
maintain dealer margins but the large 
mulitples seem to play by their own 
rules.

Dave 
Marriott of Long Eaton, Nottingham, 
mentions that the font you wish to use 
must lie within Page 0 of RAM (16384 
to 32767). Although CHARS, like any 
two-byte number, can carry a value of 
up to 65535, SAM probably ignores the 
two most significant bits and uses the 
Fest as an offset within Page 0. Dave 
finds that the best place to put 
alternative fonts is in the system 
Heap at 16384, with any machine code 
to manipulate them in there as well, 
Dave also writes that another 
restriction on alternative fonts 4 
that when you divert CHARS, it is only 
effective for characters 32 to 127 
(space to copyright symbol) of your 
new font: for the UDGs from 128 
upwards, SAM still uses the normal 
character set. Many thanks, Dave. 


In an alternative approach, Carol 
Brooksbank (yes, it's Carol, bless 
her) writes that she's been looking at 
Alan Cox's difficulties with his 
underlining program on SAM, Carol 
reckons that while you can indeed use 
CHARS on SAM, it just isn't worth the 
‘aggro. The problem is that the 
character sets involved must be at low 
addresses in memory, because when SAM 
Basic is in operation, ROMl is 
constantly being paged in and out, 
if your charact 
ROM! wants, it disappears into SAM's 
limbo, just when you need it. It's 
then paged out to make way for ROMI. 
Fortunately SAM's char-set is in RAM, 
not ROM, so changing sets couldn't be

the 48k keyboard does not respond to 
quite a lot of 1 tals M 
and N for instance. And STOP (Symbol 
shift/capital 0). Makes it a pit 
difficult to call up Tasword's main 
menu, doesn't it. The original cure 
was ‘to connect a 1000pf capacitor 
across diode 35. Miles mentions that 
this does not appear to work with 
every program, and thinks he knows 
why. "The value of the ‘I* register 
plays a great part in the ‘sticky 
keys’ phenonenon", writes Miles. "when 
"I" holds zero, the problem disappears 
completely - hence the reason why you 
do not see it happening in the 128k 
Editor. In 48k, "I" holds 63, which 
causes certain problems with certain 
keys, but with some values (I find 252 
particularly troublesome) nearly half 
the keyboard sticks when you try caps 
shifted keys! 


There are two ways to fix this 
problem - a hardware method or a 
software method. The trouble with the 
capacitor method above is that it 
doesn't cure the problem under all 

of "I", but I have experimented 
diode 35 is

to the keyboard. I tried 
jing different combinations of 
diodes with different values of 
capacitor, and have found that 
connecting 100 pf values across diodes 
33 and 35 seens to effect a complete 
cure, regardless of the "I" register.

"data_in" makes things easy. A couple 
of comments. Firstly, note 1573, not 
1583 in line 50. If you use 1583 and 
do nothing about it, you end up with 
the first ten DATA lines at 100 to 
109, only then switching to what you 
wanted (1000 onwards), though actually 
starting at 1010. 


Secondly, Alan mentions that the 
sane technique could obviously be used 
to enter DATA Lines for programs that 
POKE in machine programs. You would 
need to adapt the KEYIN line to add 
the ampersand necessary for HEX data. 
DATA lines allow decimal numbers and 
some HEX numbers, for instance those 
that start with a letter which are 
taken to be variable names, and which 
can be "corrected" elsewhere in the 
program. DATA lines will not, however, 
allow, for example, 8F, which is 
neither a decimal number nor a valid 
variable name. Maybe someone out there 
has a solution. What about it, folks?

PROBLEM SOLVING 


WITH YOUR COMPUTER 


This is to be a short series 
examining the capabilities of a 
computer in solving puzzles and 
problems. It shows that quite a lot of 
help from the user may be needed in 
this type of task. The prograns were 
originally written for the Spectrun, 
but’ everything should run on the SAM 
as well. 


Puzzles and problems are usually 
posed in text, which the computer does 
not understand. For example: - 


‘Members of ~— the -—_—Dooleydale 
Supporters Club were asked to add Ip 
to their normal annual subscription, 
which is less than £4, the extra to be 
used to buy a farewell present for the 
retiring club secretary. All the 
menbers (except, of course, the 
secretary) complied, and the total sum 
paid in was £2088.60, How much 
available to spend on the present?” 


In theory, it would perhaps be 
possible to write a very complex 
program to analyze the text and 
convert it into symbolic form, which 
the computer could understand, but 
that would only solve part of the 
difficulty. Where a hunan mind would 
see fairly quickly that the problem is 
only soluble on certain assumptions, 
and would contribute extra conditions 
based ons general knowledge, the 
computer might well find no basis on 
which to approach the task. The human 
approach often depends on special 
knowledge of a mathematical quirk of 
some kind, such as the characteristics 
of prime numbers, 


PRIMES 


Prime numbers are odd, in more 
senses than one. If a number is not 
odd, it is not prime, since it is 
divisible by two. In a broader sense 
primes are odd because they tend to

exhibit unexpected characteristics. 
Having little or no meaning in the 
real world, they exist mainly as a 
mathematical concept. They could be 
regarded as being logically negative, 
in that they are discovered by ruling 
out all the numbers which are integral 
multiples of any integral other than 
unity (Whole number that only divide 
by thenselves or by 1 - clear now?). 
This process of elimination is called 
Archimedes’ Sieve, because it sifts 
out the numbers that are not prime. 


Right, type in the program shown in 
below which performs this task. The 
primes are set up in an array, the 
‘Size of which must be chosen to suit 
amount of memory available (SAM 
8 will really benefit here). 
Setting up the array can take sone 
time, so it is a good idea to store 
the result for future reference, wu!

X is 
incremented, and the routine goes on 
to line 210, where Y is incremented 
(by two, as only odd numbers are 
relevant). The routine loops back to 
line 140 to reset X and start another 
test. 


PRIME PATTERNS 


At first glance, a table of prines 
seens to show sone sort of pattern. 
Numbers ending in 0,2,4,5,6,8 have 
been eliminated, leaving only numbers 
ending in 1,3,7,9. When this has been 
taken into account, the pattern begins 
to fade away. 


However, try Listing 2, which prints 
out the difference between the squares 
of successive primes, divided by 24. 
Either add it to the end of listing 
one and start it with GOTO 300 or add 
@ line to reload your saved array. 

You might expect to see a jumble of 
non-integral results, but after an 
initial flurry the results are all 


integral. Does this suggest a way to 
determine primes directly?

The main point of this excursion 
into mathematics is to suggest that 
some interesting relationships between 
primes can be found by those who care 
to look for them. 


PRIME SPIRAL 


Listing 3 below shows another oddity 
of primes. It works best on compute: 
like ours that will plot — single 
pixels, I did try it a long time ago 
on a 7X81 it wasn't half as good.

X and Y initially point to the 
centre of the screen. 8 points to the 
array of primes, and C counts off the 
points plotted. The succession of FOR 
loops produces a ‘square spiral’ plot, 
and the subroutine lights up each 
point that corresponds to a prine 
number. Again, the line numbers allow 
you to enter it after the previous 
listings if you want to. 


When run it will be evident that the 
pattern is not entirely random. The 
primes tend to fall in lines, a fact 
that has yet to be explained in full 
by mathematical theory, 


The amusing point about the display 
is that only a few years ago it was 
cited as a demonstration of the power 
of big mainframe computers, and now it 
can be run on a fairly humble micro...

INCLUDE STRINGS 


In Spectrum Word-processing 


Tasword is the old established 
wordprocessor for the Spectrum and is 
the favourite of many, but recently 1 
have been delving into THE LAST WORD 
and the WRITER to see what goodi 
they contain. 


My wife is a teacher and has made 
heavy use of TASWORD to prepare 
worksheets and reports but with the 
vast increase in administrative work 
and report writing following the 
introduction of GCSE and the National 
Curriculum, I decided to see if the 
SPECTRUM could reduce her hours of 
work. Tasword was no help but the 
STRING INCLUDE function of T.L.W. and 
the WRITE INCLUDE function of THE 
WRITER looked interesting. These can 
both be used to include standard 
phrases in the text. 


‘STRING INCLUDE with THE LAST WORD 


According to the manual, up to 26 
character strings can be "LET" in 
BASIC and then inserted into the text 
automatically on screen or at print 
time. The former is more conventent as 
they include string is then 
automatically formatted to the current 
margins and colums per line prior to 
printing. 


However, it is more complicated than 
that because eleven character strings 
are used within T.L,W. basic and there 
is actual or potential _ for. 
interaction with the "include 
strings". My experience with these 
strings can be summarized as follows:- 


bg Used for various purposes, eg to 
collect the date string. The date 
is poked into memory and is also 
passed to 2S. 


b§ CAN be used provided that the 
program is restarted after return

Therefore, fifteen strings can be 
used without problem, a further nine 
strings can be used with precautions 
and two strings cannot be used at all. 
@ In use, the "INCLUDE" string must 
first be let in basic. Fortunately 
T.L.W. reserves some lines for the 
user's own basic from LINES 81 to 
1999. In practice, when the program 
returns to BASIC from the text file it 
goes first to LINE 1 through line 20 
THEN Jumps to LINE 1000 so it is 
convenient to insert the extra BASIC 
at LINE 1000. T.L.W, basic can 
therefore be modified at line 1000 to 
MERGE and initialize banks of 
inclusion strings.

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of inclusion text can be defined but 
if a large amount is to be used then 
space must be reserved for the extra 
BASIC and variables by altering the 
share of memory between text and 
BASIC.

Enter the new "CLEAR ADDRESS" to 
line 30 and 40 of T.L.W. BASIC for 
future use.

In use, type as normal until it 1s 
time to insert a string, type the 
appropriate name, pronoun or 
conjunction then enter "STRING INSERT" 
mode (EXTENDED MODE , SYMBOL SHIFT I) 
and follow the prompts to inspect the 
string and enter it to the text.

WRITE INCLUDE WITH THE WRITER 


For most purposes 24 strings are 
sufficient but can become a little 
repetitive when many reports are being 
prepared, hence the need for several 
banks of strings in T.L.W. 


THE WRITER provides a ‘string 
include" function but with the strings 
stored on disc so up to 80 strings and 
780k of data can be online (160 
strings, 1560K in a dual drive)!

Virtually every computer program 
needs to be able to determine whether 
a keyboard key is being pressed, and 
if $0, which one. Both Sam and the 
Spectrum, while running a progran, 
normally stop what they are doing 50 
times per second and scan the 
keyboard. On the scan, both computers 
use two system variables which we can 
tap into to discover what key has just 
been pressed. 


One, at 23611, is cé FLAGS. 
(Don't confuse the FLAGS variable with 
the FLAGS register, by the way - they 
are two entirely separate things.) If 
a key has been pressed, BIT 5 of FLAGS 
is set to indicate a new keypress, and 
the code for the key pressed is stored 
at 23560 in a variable we shall call 
LASTK, which is what it is usually 
called in Spectrum circ! Sam 
technical manual calls it  KBHEAD. 
Using these two variables we can write 
a simple little library routine for 
collecting the code of a key pressed, 
which we shall call KEY,

Because 
of the way printers work, nothing 
appears on paper until you have typed 
ina whole printer line of text or 
until you pressENTER/RETURN.If you 
print to #3, nothing appears on screen 
either so you are working blind until 
you finish a line, but st is quite fun 
to try. 


This little routine KEY will be all 
you need in most programs to read the 
input from the keyboard. If you want 
to test for a particular key, CP can 
be used, But it does have one 
drawback. It will not tell you if two 
keys are being pressed at once. Many 
programs use keys Q,A,0,P for cursor 
movement UP DOWN LEFT RIGHT. If you 
wanted to use, say, Q and P together 
to indicate diagonally UP/RIGHT, our 
routine would not help you, Try 
pressing two keys at the same tine 
when running the demo program we have 
just written. One will repeat over and 
over again. The other will either 
print just once or not at all. 


So we need a way of testing which 
will tell us whether more than one key 
is being pressed at a time, Up till 
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now we have been letting the computer 
do all the work of scanning the 
keyboard and discovering the code for 
the last keypress. Now we shall have 
to do some of that ourselves, and this 
48 where things get a bit complicated, 
because the methods used by Spectrum 
and Sam, though very similar, are not 
quite identical because Sam has nore 
keys. 


The principle is the same on both - 
the information is read from a port 
using IN, an instruction you have met 
before. But when we used IN, I did not 
tell you in full what is going on when 
IN is executed.

byte from the port into any one of the 
single registers. (Fig.1 demonstrates 
both IN commands) 


Sam users who have had to install a 
new ROM chip will know that the 
keyboard is connected to the rest of 
San's innards by two membranes, one 
wider than the other. The Spectrum 
keyboard is connected in the same way. 
I will explain keyboard reading on the 
Spectrum first, because it is slightly 
sinpler, but Sam users should read 
this too, because most of what I say 
applies to Sam as well. 


On the Spectrum, the wider membrane 


has 8 wires, which are connected to 
the 8 bits of the upper byte of the 
address bus - BITS 8-15 and so are 
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known as address lines 8-15, or A8-A15 
for short. The narrow membrane has 5 
wires and is connected to the lower 5 
bits of the data bus - and are known 
as data lines 0-4, D0-D4 for short, 


Each of the address lines is 
connected to half a row of keys (5 
keys) on the keyboard. Line Al0, for 
instance, is connected to keys QWER 
T. When we want to activate that line, 
to read one of those keys, the word 
sent to the address bus must have BIT 
10 (bit 2 of the upper byte) reset, 
(we call it sending BIT 10 lox) so the 
high byte must be 251, or BIN 
11111011, If one of the keys is 
pressed, the bit corresponding to that 
key will be sent low to the data bus. 
BIT 0 is connected to Q, so if we 


press 0, the lower 5 bits of the byte 

at the data bus will be 11110. (Bit 0 
is always the key nearest the outside 
of the keyboard on a row, BIT 4 the 
one nearest the middle). 


Fig.2 is a table of the high byt 
for all the Spectrun address line: 
the keys connected to each line, and 
the data bus bit for each key. If you 
use one of the later Spectrum models, 
and the key layout seems a bit odd, 
remember that it was designed for the 
original rubber-key Spectrum. Though 
some keys have moved about on the 
keyboard since those days, the 
keyboard map has stayed the sane. The 
Sam keyboard map for these keys is the 
sane, but Sam has a number of other 
too - we will look at the Sam 
keyboard in full next month. 


So, to test for key Q, we should 
need to send the high byte 251 and the 
low byte 254 (the Spectrum and San 
keyboard port) to the address bus, and 
test BIT 0 of the data byte read into 
A 


LD A,251 
IN A, (254) 


or 


LD B,251 
Lb C,254 
IN A,(C) 


would give us the data byte for keys 
QWERT in A. If Q has been pressed, 
BIT 0 will be 0, so 


+ RRCA 
will put Q's bit into the carry 


flag. No carry means Q was pressed, 
carry means it was not. 


If we want to test for P as well, 


LD A,223 
IN A, (254) 
RCA 


will give no carry if P was pressed. 
This will work even if both were 
Pressed at once - in fact you can test 
all the lines of keys and list all the 


ones being pressed if you like. If you 
want to test for key 0, you must use 
RRCA twice, to get bit 1 into the 
carry flag - and so on for the other 
keys. 


You could check two half rows at 
once. If you sent as the upper addr 
bus byte BIN 11011011, lines 10 and 
would both be activated and all the 
keys QWERTY UI OP scanned. The 
trouble is, if BIT 0 of the data byte 
was reset, you would not know whether 
P or Q was being pressed, or both at 
once. If you did not mind - if your 
ponse to P or Q would be the same - 
‘this would be a quick way of checking 
both. 


That is as far as we can go this 
month. Next month we will look at how 
Sam handles all the extra keys, and I 
will give you a short program to test 
for keys Q,A,0,and P - singly or in 
combination - which will use the 
little bits of code I have shown here.

Another +3  enquiry.. This from 
J.G.Burrows. He is using "The Last 
Word". He would like to run directly 
from Loader (I have just finished 
Phoning Bob and it has just clicked 
what he means by Loader as I switched 
on my +2a - He means the LOADER option 
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in the menu). As you say you need to 
enter POKES, I guess you want a BASIC 
loader. 


On the disc should be a file called

it is working. If this is 0.K could it 
be the Z80ACPU. What other reasons are 
there? 


I do not know how to test the 
L7B05CV, my guess is that something 
has moved on the edge connector and 
blown the system. I suggest you get an 
expert to look at it for you. 


Now, Ray with answers for SAM users. 


S.Kempees of Rotterdam wants to know 
about SAM USING, Thank you for your 


listing. Although the SAM keyword list 
includes the word USING it was not 
implemented (along with a few others) 
because there wasn't room in the ROM. 
However, MasterBASIC from BETASOFT 
implements this and several other 
useful routines which expand the range 
of BASIC commands you can use. On your 
second query, the error reported on 
entering a null string to break out of 
your program is caused by the 
Procedure psuedo attempting to find a 
VALue from a null string. To avoid 
this happening, you have to place line 
450 (which tests the input for the 
null string), before the line calling 
PROC pseudo. 


George Robson of Knuttingley write 
of his experience of using the 
Messenger to transfer the five games 
on "Dizzy's excellent Adventures" to 
SAM. Four of the games were 
successfully transfered with only 
minor control problems, but 
"Spellbound Dizzy" ran at a. higher 
than normal speed making control 
impossible, 


Unfortunately some Spectrum games 
will run faster when transterred to 
SAM. It is a feature of the design of 
the Spectrum that machine code located 
in the lower 16K of RAM will run some 
208 slower than code in the top, 32K. 
This 18 due to the fact that the chip 
which controls the display (the ULA), 
takes priority over the processor when 
dealing with this area of menory, to 
ensure that the display quality is 
maintained. The SAM deais with the 
video dssplay in a — completely 
different manner so this reduction in 
processing speed does not occur. If 
the main control routines in a 
Spectrum program are in the first 16K 
of RAM, then when the program is run 
on SAM the action will be speeded up 
and there is nothing you can do about 
it 


Another follow up from a query in 
the December issue. This concerns 
re-dimensioning arrays. I was rash 
enough to say that unless you had 
MasterBASIC you could not re-dinension 
arrays on SAM without erasing the 
data. Well I was partly right, you 


cannot directly re-DIM an array 
without erasing the data, but that 
Perennial contributor to FORMAT, 
Ettrick Thomson, has come up with a 
PROCedure to extend an array. I have 
changed Ettrick's original program 
slightly to simplify it. The program 
moves the data to a temporary string 
then re-DiMs the original array and 
transfers the data back to it. AS 
written it will only deal with single 
dimension numeric arrays but it can 
easily be modified to handle 
multi-dimension arr and string 
arrays, The procedure is listed below, 
together with a with a small 
demonstration program (lines 10 to 
50).

FILE MANAGER 


For SAM 


This is the review that nearly never 
was. It has been compounded by 
accident and sods law, pressures of 
work and problems of its own. It 


started off with discs from 
for whilst @ program 
sold by Betasoft is invariably 


interesting, detailed, and works, this 
was originally written by Carol for 
her own use. 


For some time she had made extensive 
use of John Campbell's *Masterfile" 
for keeping the records of Coventry 
Diocesan Library: eventually, she 
\ded up with, I think, five files (or 
was it seven) on those dreaded 3° 
discs on a Spectrum +3, since the 
total file length was far too long to 
fit inside the +3 in one go. Not the 
easiest way of doing things. Carol 
therefore has a familiarity with 
filing programs and the problems which 
‘they might generate. 


‘Then SAM came along. Half a megabyte 


of memory, more in the memory 
backpack, 800k discs, MasterBasic, 
with its range of special sorting 
commands. This gave Carol the 


opportunity to write a filing program 
for her own use on SAM. And as she had 
already had problems with limited file 
size, and with everything inaccessibly 
in machin’ code, she might be expected 
to produce something different. She 
did, It all worked out so well that 
she decided to rewrite it for general 
use. So that's when beta-test discs 
started dropping on my mat. 


File Manager is written using 
MasterBasic which contains lots of new 
connands ained at making life easier 
for sorters - those who have to sort 
ASCII code into alphabetical order, 
and selectors - those who have to 
Select something, again on the basis 
of ASCII. Just’ what Carol needed. 
there was nothing there which

couldn't be made to work with normal 
SAM Basic, but the big advantage of 
using MasterBasic in this application 
is speed which, while not as fast a 
Pure machine code, is far faster than 
conventional Basic, One useful trick 
is that File Manager can use RAMdiscs, 
this ups the speed stakes a lot. 


Now I had problems, first with a 
faulty ROM. Then my SAMBUS started 
causing problems and I was getting 
nowhere fast. John Croghan, a 
colleague of mine with whom I often 
check programs had no such problems. 
The net result of this was the old 
adage "Once things go wrong, they go 
very wrong". Eventually, I handed the 
whole technical review side over to 
John, since I had no confidence that 
the odd bugs I found were not due to 
machine quirks, while he was happily 
using it to store all his extensive 
music library. So that led to the 
Problem of two busy people trying to 
meet. Every time I was there, John 
wasn't, and the whole thing took lots 
of time. However, here it is at last. 
And, with time to look at it in depth, 
it's worth waiting for. John writes as 
follows 


Computing began for me with Tasword 
2 and Masterfile on the Spectrum and 
80 I was delighted to hear about File 
Manager for my SAM, which promised to 
be as user adaptable as those two 


Programs, while giving the chance to 
build a database that would not run 
out of room. 


‘The fain system used for testing 
File Manager has been a standard SAM 
512k with a Imeg expansion pack fitted 
(although I have created the same file 
using 2 floppy drives with no 
expansion pack fitted). Making a 
start-up disc was very the 
Program notes come with clear details 
for using the program with all the 
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various SAM set ups, (including the 
256k SAM) although’ two drives are 
essential to get proper benefit. In 
this way it was a simple task to 
create master discs for the two 
systems, a8 exiting to Basic from the 
Main Menu allows you to alter the 
program to suit your system, following 
clear instructions at the beginning of 
the manual. 


File Manager is a Menu driven 
progran with the options given in good 
detail with easily understandable 
for the various options 
File creation, once you 
have created your personal boot disc, 
is a very simple matter clearly 
explained in the manual. Decide on a 
filename and the number of fields you 
Tequire. The fields are given an 
Adentification letter, in my file A - 
J. You then give the fields a nane (up 
to ten characters), and when finished 
you have an opportunity to change. 


The hardest part of building any 
database for me is deciding how many 
fields to have (the maximum in File 
Manager is 26) but File Manager allows 
you to create spare fields just in 
‘case you may need them later. So T 
decided to have 5 spare fields, one 
more than suggested in the manual. 
‘They are not used by the program until 
you bring then into operation. It is a 
good idea to have fields 'A' and 'B’ 
as the main ones, as this becones very 
Amportant for speed in searching and 
sorting later on, although there is a 
*quicksearch’ file that can be merged 


The file I was creating was of the 
songs by various artists on the many 
compilation LPs I had collected over 
twenty years as a DJ. When creating 
this file I had not been the owner of 
a CD player, but bringing two of ny 
Spare fields into play, using the 
Modify File Menu made my file able to 
cope with this new music medium, with 
no frustration of my attempts to 
create a comprehensive database of all 
the songs available to me on tape, LP 
and now compact disc. A database 
should be an organic creation in order 
to maintain its usefulness, and File 
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Manager's spare fields option gives 
one example of great opportunities for 
adaptation and additions to any file 
created using File Manager. The layout 
of the file is also user defined, 
either when creating the file or using 
the Modify File Menu later. To start 
you must define Layout 1, which is the 
basic standard layout used to input 
data, although you can design as many 
as you wish once Layout 1 has been set 
up. The only criticism of the various 
layout facilities is that you cannot 
display more than one record at a tine 
on screen. 


‘The layout is organized in windows 
(where have I heard that word 
before?). Each window is defined using 
co-ordinates. Initially you define 
Field Windows which will contain the 
individual information in a record. 
Here I made my only mistake as I did 
not leave enough room for the Text 
Windows which will contain the field 
names (if you wish) and so my text 
wiped out the beginning of each field 
window. The Text Windows appear in 
Layout 1 for every record, which helps 
when entering data in a record, as 
well as when searching and sorting. 
All other layouts are designed in a 
similar fashion, need not contain 
every field (or text windows), and I 
soon became very good at designing. A 
Piece of squared paper is useful, but 
it is to write down your 
co-ort you progress, 
especially if you wish for more than 
one field in a row. 


When you have created the file 
structure the actual input of data 
extremely easy. The screen appears 
with your Text Windows if defined, and 
the blank field windows ready to 
receive data. The field names are 
presented under the layout you've 
designed and you —enter_~— the. 
information. Opportunities are 
available to change before entry, and 
then you wait while the record is 
added to the file. This is where the 
Imeg expansion speeds up the input 
Process, compared to using the two 
drives, where drive 2 stores the dat. 


‘Once the record has been added you 


can add another copy of that record to 
the file. On pressing 'Y’ you're asked 
about any changes, and by choosing and 
then changing only a couple of fields 
you have another record ready to 
enter. This is marvellous for one 
fingered typists like me, 
of time usually spent in ri 
sane information several tines for 
certain fields. If you want to enter 
completely new data or exit you press 
'N' for copying the record and are 
given the option to add another record 
or return to the menu. 


I often try to personalize prograns, 
and although no expert in Basic, I was 
able to alter this program with the 
help provided in the manual and the 
option to ‘Exit to Basic’ on the Main 
Menu. I mention it now because I 
wished to change the message "ADDING 
RECORD 0 FILE" to "ADDING RECORD #n' 
10 FILE", the value of n increasing by 
leach time. This then led to ay 
wishing to have an extra option on the 
main menu ‘Count Current Records’. 
‘This may seen trivial, but I found it 
very useful to regularly check how 
many songs had been added to the file. 
After entering the data for each LP or 
cassette I would write down the number 
of songs (records) on file, enter the 
next LP with say 32 songs and do a 
quick sum to check none had been 
missed, due to household distractions 
or phone calls from Bishampton! 


Despite these efforts to avoid 
errors on entry, my limited typing 
ability mentioned earlier, and other 
changes ded after my first print 
out, meant’ several records had to be 
found and then altered. You can modify 
records as you view with File Manager 
which was on occasions most useful, 
but with my records reaching into the 
hundreds I found myself using the 
search facility. This was not fast, 
but certainly tolerable and very 
accurate, I mainly used this method 
despite the fact that the program 
offers a far easier route. 


If you keep a record of the file 
pointers which are displayed with each 
record, it 18 very quick and to 
get the record you want to alter, 


Gisplayed on screen ready for 
modification. The only trouble was 
that I could not get the individ 
file pointer to print out with the 
Felevant record, as they are when 
viewed or displayed on screen. This 
opportunity would be a most, if not 
the most, valuable addition to the 
program for all users. 


Once the record you wish to modify 
is displayed on screen you have the 
opportunity to copy it whole or copy 
information from one field to another 
in the same record. You can also alter 
the data in any field or delete the 
whole record. These facilities all 
worked superbly and meant much greater 
and easier alterations than many other 


and {s used in two ways. The first 1 
that mentioned above i.e. to find a 
particular record (or group of 
records) for modification, display or 
printing, The second is to select a 
group of records in order to enab! 

the file to be split. This w 
necessary once my file became too 
large to be sorted in memory. When 
first reading about this second use my 
heart sank, but it is a tremendously 
powerful and well documented facility. 


The Sort facility 1s also very good, 
giving the option to sort the whole 
file or selected records on one field. 
There is the very useful option to 
Fine Sort, which allows you to sort on 
several fields, where you decide the 
fields to be sorted, as well as how 
many characters are to be considered 
during the process. This fine sorting 
gives very professional printouts, and 
is for me one the most impressive 
parts of the program. 


For other slow typists there are 
great facilities in the Blocks 
options. As well as the expected save 
and delete choices, you also have the 
chance to fill a particular field in 
any selection list. You create the 
selection list of records with a 
search and can then fi11 any field in 
this selection with data, typing in 
the information just once. Any data 


already in the field was automatically 
deleted. Needless to say I found this 
option very useful. You can also clear 
the information from a field in a 
Selection of records in the same way. 


Many database programs —_have 
frustrated me with their limited 
options for printing and the inability 
to change printer control codes within 
@ program to suit my printer. I well 
remember Vu File problems with my Opus 
Discovery. This is most definitely not 
the case with File Manager. Firstly 
there are all the possibilities of 
designing your layouts, mentioned 
earlier. This means that you can 
design layouts specially for printing 
and see then displayed on screen as 
they will be printed. I w 
able to design layouts ti 
three versions of my file mentioned 
above 


Secondly I have been able to use ay 
Juki 6000 daisy wheel printer, as well 
as my Brother M1009, I think the 
Program should be able to cope with 
most printers given the detailed 
instructions supplied and a good read 
of your printer manual. You also have 
the Exit to Basic option, again to 
enable you to set up the program with 
your particular requirements, thereby 
Giving you the defaults you most often 
need. This greatly speeds up the 
printing process. The label facility 
gives another very sophisticated 
option, with many possibilities for 
user designed labels, right across the 
page if needed. 


In conclusion, for those people who 
have always wanted an adaptable and 
easy to use database, File Manager is 
absolutely first rate. It has enabled 
me to create a database of my music 
collection, which I feel confident 
will hold all the data I will be able 
toenter in my Music File, but is 
flexible enough to suit other uses at 
home and for work. Not only that but 
it has provided me with the pleasure 
of being able to customize it.
